report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1962,  The  mid-year 
population  was  estimated  13? 790,  Population  I96I  Census  - 13?690 

The  live-births  numbered  243  compared 
with  259  in  1961,  The  birth  rate  was  close  to  that  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a v^^hole.  There  wore  2 still-births.  During  the  year  11 
infants  under  a year  old  died?  compared  v;ith  3 in  I96I?  3 in  I96O? 

10  in  1959?  5 in  1958  and  7 in  1957*  Seven  were  under  a week  old. 

Deaths  of  residents  totalled  134  (l45  in 
1961)  giving  a slight  fall  in  the  death-rate?  which  was  loY/er  than  that 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  Of  the  total  deaths?  6l  v;ere  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system?  and  I7  to  cancer  of  one 
type  or  another.  There  were  no  deaths  associated  vYith  pregnancy  or 
childbirth.  Deaths  due  to  infectious  or  notifiable  diseases  include 
6 due  to  Pneumonia  and  8 to  Bronchitis.  Accidents  accounted  for  3 
deaths?  1 being  a motor  vehicle  accident. 

There  wore  7 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis? 
During  the  year  there  were  22  notifications  of  infectious  and  notifio-ble 
diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis).  There  were  6 cases  of  dysentery 
notified.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria?  Meningitis?  Enteric  Fever, 
or  Food  Poisoning,  Measles  accounted  for  I5  of  the  22  notifications. 
There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 


In  addition  to  the  day  to  day  work  of 
the  Health  Department?  considerable  progress  was  made  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  programme.  Other  work  included 
the  immunization  of  children  against  Tuberculosis  by  moans  of  B,C,G, 
vaccination?  and  against  ’Thooping  cough?  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  , 
Immunization  of  childron  and  young  adults  against  Poliomyelitis  v/as 
continued. 

Sections  C.D  and  E,  concerning  water 
supplies?  sewerage?  inspections  of  factories?  housing  and  food  and 
drugs  were  written  by  your  Public  Hoalth  Inspector?  Ivir,  L,  Graham  to 
whom  I am  indebted  for  his  co-operation  and  efficiency.

The  figures  in  brackets  show  the  I96I  totals  and  are  for  comparison. 

The  unsatisfactory  results  wore  due  mainly  to  the  seasonal 
deterioration  of  the  water  in  the  Little  London  Reservoir.  Although 
this  reservoir  is  roofed  over  birds  and  no  doubt  othor  animals  do  gain 
access.  The  water  is  treated  before  passing  into  the  mains  and  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  Chlorine  injected  has  brought  about  the 
necessary  improvements. 

Approximately  200  houses  obtain  their  v\;atcr  supplies  from  a 
stand-pipe.  These  are  mainly  in  the  Bagillt  area  of  the  Borough. 

Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal.  In  the  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  1958> 
19595  1980  and  1961  I referred  to  the  plans  of  the  main  sewerage  scheme 
for  Flint  being  with  the  Ministry.  This  position  was  unaltered  at  the 
close  of  the  year  under  review. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  which  are 
a regular  feature  of  refuse  collection  a reasonable  service  was  maintained 
during  the  year. 

Fire  at  the  Panton  Cop  Tip  was  a continuing  problem  during  the 
year.  For  a short  period  the  tip  was  unusable  because  of  this, 

Nightsoil  Collection  and  Disposal.  This  service  continued  to  run 
smoothly  during  the  year  and  a 7 day  interval  collection  was  maintained. 

Salvage  and  Waste  Papers  48  tons.  5 cwts.  3 qtrs.  of  mixed  waste  paper  was 
despatched  to  the  Mills  during  the  year.  The  price  remained  steady. 

Inspection  of  Factories?  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  factorie 
in  the  Borough  was  31*  14  inspections  were  carried  out.  No  contraventions 

were  noticed. 

Rodent  Controls  86  infestations  were  reported  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year  compared  with  80  during  I96I,  Routine  treatments  on  Council 
owned  property  wore  carried  out.

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified. 

Dysentery  was  prevalent  throughout  the  country  during  the 
summer  months.  Six  cases  v^rere  notified  in  Flint,.

There  was  1 death  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with 
2 in  1961  and  2 in  i960.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-re spi rat ory 
tuberculosis. 


It  v/ill  be  seen  from  the  above  Table  that  there  were  5 new 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  2 non-pulmonary  cases.  The  continued 
number  of  cases  notified  docs  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  iacidenoe  of 
tuberculosis  is  increasing,  but  it  implies  that  fewer  cases  remain  undetected. 
(The  a,bovo  numbers  include  recently  arrived  residents).  (The  numbers  in 
1959  v/ere  9 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1 non-pulmonary  and  in  I96O  - 
6 pulmonary  and  in  19 6 1 - 7 pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary) . 
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Satisfactory  housing  has  a considerable  effect  upon  the 
recovery  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and?  whore  necessary?  "points”  are 
given  on  medical  grounds  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  who  are  applica,nts  for 
a Council  house.  I continue  to  be  extremely  grateful  to  the  Council  for 
their  continued  sympathetic  consideration  of  those  cases  and  to  your 
Housing  Manager  for  his  close  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department,

At 
Holyi/ifcll  Grammar  School  97  were  tested  and  30  vaccinated,  ^it  the  Blessed 
Richard  Gwyn  Secondary  School?  82  were  tested  and  35  vaccinated.  ^t  Flint 
Secondary  Modern  School  92  were  tested  and  38  vaccinated,  iit  Hawardon 
Grammar  School  I63  were  tested  and  33  vaccinated, 

Poliomyolites  Vaccination. 

This  measure?  introduced  in  1958?  continued  on  a large 
scale , Many  sessions  were  held?  and  were  well  attended.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  50?  296  persons  in  the  County  had  been  vaccinated.  Thus 
over  74  per  cent  of  children  under  15  years  in  the  County  have  been 
protected?  and  50  per  cent  of  persons  between  I5  and  40  years  of  age. 

The  response  at  Flint  v/as  excellent.  There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
in  Flint.
